le gnvernation=1 Vers on the strike. 


The generel strike which begen in England at midnight on lionday, 
May 3rd has had a variety of renctions abroad. In Italy, for 
example, the onrortunity was seized to point out now the effete 
system of nerliamentarianism has once more failed and recommend 
Fascismo, more especially as annlied to Trade Unions, as the only 
lasting cure (Pritish Gazette, tiay 6th). German nublic and industrial 
opinion was at first disnosed to reyoice at the sritish industrial 
upheaval, saying that our poison was their meat. But once the 
general strike had become a fait accompli this tone cnanged, when 
there became talk anoa Gerwan labour leaders of a “solidarity ;trike" 
under orders from the Amster’am International of trades Unions; and 
further on account of the fact that the «rave economic effect which 
will result in Enland after the strike will materially denreciate 
her volue as a gooi comercial custoner (Deily Telezraph, :‘ay 6th). 

France has vrobably been the stzte to suffer most vy the general 
strike, since, a3 a result of the selling of francs by Lritish banks 
to sunnort sterling the exchange dropoed to 154 to the &. Tnere is 
considerable apor@djension that the French exnort trade will be 
seriously affected ind, ultimately, continental trade generally. 
(Daily t'ail, Englsih edition, May 6th). 

The bo0al industry of the United St-tes taking full advantage 
of the difficulties or the British trade and ise chartering ships to 
carry coal to South America and to this country itself ( Daily iiail, 
English edition, .ay 6th). The general press are amazed at the 
magnitude of the strike, the Brooklyn Eagle declaring that “for the 
first time in history of labour disputes a comp.irativly, small minority 
have undertaken to hold the nation by the taroat until its demands 
have been met." 

As regards the support of organized labour abroad, iir. Poulton, 

a member of the T.U.C., in an interview with the Times (May 6th) 
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said that they had received messages and resolutions from the Dutch 
Sederation, the American Federation of Labour, the Canadian edera- 
tion, the Irish Labour i.ovement and the International Transpo:x't 
Norkers exmressing not only good wishes but offering to do ail they 
can to bring the general strike to a successful issue. The transport 
workers abroad have called unon the unions not to handle coal for 


England nor to coal vessels sailing for Englend. 
On the other hand the New York ccrrespondont of the Daily ieil 


eays (May 6th) that "nothing is more certain than that no sympathetic 
action will be taken by organized American labour to assist the 
strike" and tne Times of the same date states that the President of the 
American Federation of Labour, Mr. Green's statement to the efrect 

that the general strike is a threat to government" is considered 

as a broad hint ror orsanized workers in the United States to "keep 
their hands off." 

Poth the Times and the Sritish Worker of May 6th report that the 
Canadian Federation of Labour, in addition to cabling its "full. moral 
support" has issued a statement to the effect that “should tho British 
conflict last any neriod necessitating an appeal by the British T.U.C. 
for financial assistance, such an appeal can be brought immediately 
to the attention of the Canadian Congress membership." 

The attitude of “oscow and Amsterdam Trade Union Internationals 
and of the other sectional labour internationals is of course most 
imvortant in the present crisis. The Red International of Trades 
Unions is collecting contributions throughout the U.S.S.R. (Times, 

May 6th); it is nroposed in this manner to reise £300,000 and 

already £28,000 has been telegraphed to London (Yorkshire Post, 

May 7th). The *oscow International has annealed to the Amsterdam 
International to unite in support of the British general strike. 
According to the British Worker (May 6th, evening edition) the 
Amsterdam org:nization has aopealed to its affiliated crganizations 

to send financial assistance to the T.U.C. Ths Council of the 
International meets on Honday. Conferences of the ifiners International 
and the International Transport Workers iederation met at Ostend on

tntil further exmlanetions are given it it difficult to sa 
definitely tiat the Russe-Gerzian treaty in no way conflicts with tiie 
League Coven:nt, although we have kerr stresemann's assurance tiiat 
it ‘toes not. We have also in his Note to .’. Krestinsky which accon- 
vanies tne Treaty, a careful intervretation of the anposite Articles 
of the Covenant, which shows how carefully League otligations ave 
been kent in view. Quite obviously, wilien Germeny becomes a :ne.ber 
of the Lea2',ue and its Council, no sanctions could be taken agsinst 
Russia without i.er consent, and Herr Streseiann as the right to 
emnhasise te sact. Equ2lly obviously, whetlier we like it or no, 
as lon; a8 Ger.inny is a disarmed State surrounved oy other States 
bristlin; with crmanents, ghe will be very reluctant to quarrel with 
Russia, wo, like ierself, ias been 30 lung outside the pale and who 
may yet nrove so veluable a market for her. These f-cts are un- 
avoidrtle, Tre-i. or no Treaty. On tie other hand, the Treaty will 
quite ~robably ‘eln the Leajue, rather tnan ninder it, vy leading to 
a develonment of arbitration agreements between Xussia and er neigh- 
bours. ° 

Article 2 of the Treaty ‘eclares that "should one of the Cone 
tracting Parties ... te attacked by a tiird Party ... tne other Con- 
tracting Party will observe neutrality during the entire duravion of 
the conflict." ‘Tere Russia a Member of the League, tuis Article 
would have to be questioned, since an unprovoked attack on Aussia or 
Germany world presumably leail the Council to recommend sanctions 
assinst the az.ressor State and, in tnis case, the other »%erty to 
the tre:ty wovld be exnected not to renein neutral, but to take »ocrt 
in these sanctions. In other words, Russia vould be more likely to 
five active supnort to Germany, or vice-versa, unjer the Covenznt 
then under the terms of txis new Treaty. 

Article 3 of the Treaty is also fairly narmless. by it each 
Contracting Party agrees to take no nart in any possible economic 
or financial boycott instituted against the other Contracting Party, 
“even at a tine in wiich neitiuer of the Contracting Perties is 
involved in warlike affairs." An economic or financial boycott 
could only te instituted by the Lea;,ue Council cgainst Russia or 
Gervany had Russia or Germany already g,one to war with another «ember 
of the Lea:,ue. Sut this Article specifically rcters to Article 2, 
which, in turn, snecifically rei-:re only to unprovoked agsression by 
a third narty a,:inst one of the Contracting Parties "in despite of 
its neaceful attitude." 

triefly, tien, tne Russo-German Treaty wouid anpear to emphasize 
the fact that neither Contracting Pzirty will take any measures 
acR2inst true other Contracting Party should it be the victim of an 
attack. To this nobody can take objection, unless it be to complain 
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that the Treaty does not go far enough in that it provides for 
neutrality, rather than for active assistance, as forseen in the | 
League Covenant, in the event of such an aitack. It is quite true 
that tne emnhasis laid by Herr Stresemann upon the fact that the | 
Council can take no action without Germany's agreement might be | 
interpreted as a vronise to Russia to »revent unanimity in the 
Council in any quarrel with Russia, whatever the rights or wrongs 
of the case. But since we have err Stresemann's assurance that 
this is not 30, we see no reason to be more alarmed by tue Russo- 
German Treaty than by t!e many other Neutrality Treaties, some of 
which, indeed, (e.g. the recent Polish-Ruianian Treaty) are much 
more clearly one-sided treaties directed against a third Power or 
groun of -Powers. Partial treaties may be unfortunate in any 
circumstances, but the Russo-Cerman one does not anpear to be any 
more dangerous than its predecessors. 





3. The French Nebt to the United States. 


The American Debt Funding Commission as a body met the French 4 
Ambassador, HE. nérenger, for the first time on April 23rd and received 
from him a nronosal in writing for the funding of the French dobt to 
the United States. On the same day, Me. Briand gave same account of 
the proposed settlement before the Foreign Affairs Committee of the 5 | 
Chamber. 

Purther discussions between the American Debt funding Comuission 
and %. Berenzer took place on April 25th and 26th. On the followns ' | 
dey it was revorted from Wasnington tne the grench Ambassador was i 
awaiting further instructions from Paris as to the revision of the 
offer he had originally made. | 

On Anril 27th M. Raoul Peret, the ¥Yrench inance Minister, made 
a semi-ofCicial statement in regar! to the french deot to Great 
Britain and the Tinited States. With regard to the latter he stated 
that the nroposals were that for the first five years $25,000,000 
(25,000,000) should be paid annually, increasing from the 6th to the 
9th year by 10,000,000 dollars a year to $70,000,000 (£14,000,000) ; 
then by vrogression to $125,000,000 (£25,000,000) in the 17th year, 
that quota to continue annually until the 62nd year when the debt, 
reduced to about a third of its original amount would be acquitted. 

This comnared with the $40,000,000 (£8,000,000) which M. Caillaux i 
had pronosed for the first five years, 360,000,000 for the next seven 
years and Z100,000,000 from the lith to the 67th year. It was also 
announced that °°. Serenger had net succeeded in getting a safeguarding 
Clause bringing French payments into direct connection with reparations 
from German. 

On April 29th the Debt Funding Commission apvroved the amendod

fhe finest settleaent i3 on the basis of a 62 years agreciient. 
It provites for tiie payment of 36,8:7,674,104 ( noproximately

The agreenent made by HM. Bérenger is an advence of $253,000,000

Poreicn Comnent on the Gernan-Soviet Treaty. 

The German-soviet Treaty We3 signed on April 24th in the 
Wilhelmstrasse by Herr Strcsemann, the G:.rman Joreign Vinistdr, and 
by Me Krestinsky, the Russian Ainbassador in Kerlin. We deal with 
the important and complicated question of the bearing of the new 
Treety on the League in the first of our Special Topics. The text 
of the Treaty, together with the text of the Notes exchanged between 
Nerr Stresemann and Me. Krestinsky were made available on April 27th. 

The immedinte reaction in the varicus countries concerned was some «+ 

whet mixed. In Gervany the Government attitude was that the Treaty 
actucliy crystallized the essence of the Luther-Stresemann foreign 

nolicy end that the negotiations were only accelerated and not 
caused by the breakdown at Geneva. In contra-distinction to the 
Governaent atiitude Count ‘Yestarp, the Nationalist leader, welco.ned 
the Treaty as"taking the sting out of Locarno." 

Tne <renclh: nress for the main part ebstain from any vioicnt 
coment, ti ough "ise Termne"regeris the Treaty #s a triwaph for i. 
Chicherin, which ne will not fail to exnloit. proadly speaking, 
the objc >etion f2lt in French circles to the Treaty is that it has 
the unfortunate ennearance of teing super-imnosed instead of subor- 
dinated to the Covenant. In Prague tue semi-ofricial "Prager Bye 
Presse" mikes no comnent. Tre"Narodni Listy" (tne organ of the 
National Denocratic Party) however gquestions the sincerity of both 
Contracting Prrties, rasing its oninions on the admission of the 
*Izvestia" thst the new Treaty is intend=d to oppose the Locarno 
ploc.e 























The Austro-German "Anschluss" 

In view of the present inmortence of the question of a union 
between Germany and Austria, it is interesting to note that a very 
close liaison h:s been established between the two countries ina 
number of minor tut imnortant asrects. Among these, according to 
tre "Newes Wiener Abendblatt" is military co-operation; the 
Austrian army will in future be equipned with new uniforms of field 
grey similsr to tiie — employed in the Gerusn ermy, instead of 
the vresent field ere ° Tne fecings of the new uniforms will also 
be similar to the Germ ie 











Trc Raltic Pict. 

The Soviet counter-blast to the Locarno policy of the ‘estern 
Powers was a nolicy of noneoggression treaties, first with Turkey 
and more recently with Gernany. This was followed by an eifort on 
the nart of the sJoscow Government to t»ke un the negotiations with 
the Baltic Powers broken off at the tiie of the ‘oscow Conference of 
Necemrer, 1922. Accordingly offers wer. madc to Poland, Finland, 
2stonia, Latvie and Lithuania carly in January vitn a view to 
concluding trenties on the istel of the Soviet-Turkisn pact. The 
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first reply was made on Avril 286th jointly by the Latvian and 
Estonian Governments, asking the Soviet Government to nut its offer 
in writing. A few days later however, (April 30th) an agreement 

was reached between these two Governments together with Polsnii and 
Finland to the effect that they were onpnosed to the conclusicy of 
separaie non-agisression trenties with Russia, but were disnosed to 
consider favourably vroposals for a treaty between themseives on 

one aide and Soviet Russia on the other. Tney further advocated the 
adoption of an arbitration ag sreement . 

Tue attitude of iit suanie (whose strained relations with Poland 
over the Vilna question necessarily alienate her from the Baltic 
groun) has been more favourntle to Soviet dinlomacy. Me Citi.cherin 
offered Lithuania in addition to @ non-aggression nact, tne yuarantee 
to her of Vilna and Momel in exchange for a wtitnuanian promicte not 
to enter into a Baltic alliance. Professor Reinys, until recently 
Lithuanian ‘tinister for Joreign Affairs, in a statement on Avril 22nd, 
Jeclired that Lithuania .iad no objection to a treaty with i:ouccw on 
condition that similar treaties were concluded with the other Baltic 


States. 


The Oujia Conference. 
The Oujta Conference finally onened without the fulfillment by 


the Rifi of the armistice conditions on which the French and Spanish 
Governnents at first insisted. Sut its success from the first 
aynneared more than doubtful. On April 30th a complete impasse was 
reached over the question of autonomy for tne Rif and the Kiri dele- 
gates left Oujda to coneult Abdd-el-Krim. They were required to 
recognise the ‘ranco-Snanish Treaty of 1704 and the Act of Alecciras 
of 1506, which inclujes recvcynition of the controlling right of the 
Sultan over the Rif. In tnis connection it is interesting to note 
that the temnoral sugerainiy of «he Sultan has not been recognised 
Since the fountation of the Idrissiuc Sultanate at Fez in 3OO A.D. 
In aédition to this, the Rifi Jeleygaves were asked to accent the 
stringent conditions in regard to disarmament, the exilo of Abc-el- 
Krin etc. outlined in the l=st issue of the Bulietin. News oi the 
breakdown of the Conference on ey 6th therefore care as no surprise. 
The french and Snanish Governments now anncunce that they are “cum- 
nelled to resume nilitary onerations" and the joint offensive which 
had been nlanned pending the breakdown of the Oujda Conference will 
now be launched. 





The Yugoslav Debt Settlement. 

On Nay lst it was announced timat an agreement had been reached 
in Washington for the funcing of the Yugoslav war debt to the United 
States. In view of the fact that Yugoslavia is one of ths perrest 
countries in Europe, having been invaded three times during thu war, 
the terms of the settlement sre unusually lenient. The amount of 
the debt is 51 million dollars (£10,200,000) and on this ° 
there i3 to be no interest for the first 12 years, after which the 
rate will begin at $% and ; bredually increase to 33% for the last 27 
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years of the 62 year neriod. : 
Tris settlement is said to complete the American Administration's 


present jebt-funiing program.

THE GiRMAN-SOVIET TREATY

The German Government and the Government of the 
Union of Socialist Soviet Republics, inspired by the desire to 
do everything that can contribute to the maintenance of general 
peace and in the conviction that the interest of the German 
people and of the people of the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics 
demands that co-operation between them shali be continuous and 
mutually trusting, have agreed to strengthen the friendly re- 
lations existing beteen them by & special Treaty, anc for this 
purpose have nominated as plenipotentiaries, for the German 
Government, the Reich Foreign Hinister, Herr Gustav Stresemann; 
and for the ®vernment of the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics, 
the Ambassador wxtraordinary and Plenipotentiary of the Uniagn of 
Socialist Soviet Republics, li. Nikolai Nikolaievitch irestinsky; 
who, after the exchange of their credentials in good and proper 
form, have agreed upon the following terme:- 


article 1.--The basis of the relations between Germany 
and the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics remains the Treat, 


of Rapallo. 


The German Government and the Government of the Union 
of Socialist Soviet Republics will remain in friendly touch with 
one another in order to promote an understanding with regard to 
all questions of a political and economic character mutually 


affecting their two countries. 


Article 2.--Should one of the contracting parties, in 
despite of its peaceful attitude, be attacked by a third party 
or by several third parties, the other contracting party will 
observe neutrality during the entire duration of the conflict. 


article 3.--Should, as the result of a conflict of the 
kind mentioned in article <c, or even at a time in which neither 
of the contracting parties is involved in warlike affairs, 2 
coalition be formed between third parties for the purpose of im- 
posing upon one of the contracting parties an economic or 
financial boycott, the other contracting party uncertakes not to 


adhere to such coalition. 


Article 4.--This Treaty is to be ratified and the deeds 
of ratification are to be exchanged in Berlin.

The Treaty comes into force with the exchange of the 
deeds of ratification and is valid for the period of five years. 
The two contracting parties will come to an understanding in . 
good time before the expiry of this period as to the form their 
political relations may take in the future. 


The plenipotentiaries have signed this agreement done 
in duplicate, in Berlin on April 24, 1926.

To the Ambassador of the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics in Germany, M.kKrestinsky, Berlin. 


With reference to the negotiations upon the treaty signed 
to-day between the German Government and the Government of the 
Union of Socialist Soviet Republics, I have the honour to make the 
following observations in the name of the German Government: - 


(1) In the negotiationsand signature of the Treaty, both 
Governments have concurred in the assumption that the principle 
laid down by them in Article 1, paragraph 2, of the treaty, of 
reaching an understanding on all questions of a political and 
economic character jointly affecting the two countries, will con- 
tribute considerably to the maintenance of general peace. In 
any case, the two Govcrnments will bear in mind in their deliber- 
ations the need for the maintenance of the gencral peace. 


(2) In this spirit also the two Governments have appracched 
the fundamental questions which are bound up with the entry of 
Germany into the League of Nations. The German Government is 
convinced that Germany's membership of the League cannot consti- 
tute an obstacle to the friendly developement of the relations 
betwecn Germany and the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics. 

The League of Nations is designed, according to the basis idea of 
its foundation, for the peaceful and equitable scttlement of in- 
ternational disputes. The German Government is determined to 
collaborate in the realization of this idea to the best of its 
ability. If, however--though the German Government does not 
anticipate this--there should at any time take shape within the 
framework of the League, contrary to that fundamental idca of 
peace, any efforts directed exclusively against the Union of 
Socialist Sovict Republics, Gcrmany would most cnergetically 
oppose such efforts. 


(3) The German Government proceeds upon the assumption that 
this fundamental attitude of German policy towards the Union of 
Socialist Soviet Fepublics cannot be adversely influenced by the 
loyal observation of the obligations (arising out of Articles 16 
and 17 of the Covenent of the League and relating to the appli- 
cation of sanctions) which would come into existence for Germany 
ag the consecsuence of her entry into the Leaguc of :iations 
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By the terms of these articles, the application of sanctions 
against the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics would come into 
consideratidn (in the absence of other causes) only if the Union 
of Socialist Soviet Repubiics entered upon a war of aggression 
against a third State. 


In connection herewith it is to be borne in mind that 
the question whether the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics is 
the aggressor in the event of a conflict with a third State 
could only be cetermined with binding force for Germany with that 
State's own consent; and that, therefore, an accusation in this 
cense settled by another Power against the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics and regarded by Germany as unjustified, would 
not oblige Germany to take part in measures of any kind instituted 
on the authority of article 16. ith regard to the question 
whether, in a concrete case, Germany would be in a position to 
take part in the application of sanctions at all, and to what 
extent, the German Government relies upon the Note of December l, 
1925, on the interpretation of article 16, addressed to the German 
Government on the occasion of the signing of the Treaty complex of 
Locarno. 


(4) In order to create a secure basis for disposing without 
friction of all questions erising bétween them, the two Govern- 
ments regard it as desirable that they should immediately embark 
upon discussion for the conclusion of a general treaty for the 
peaceful solution of any conflicts that may happen to arise between 
the two parties when special attention shall be given to the pos- 
sibilities of the process of agreement anc arbitration.

Your =xcellency,--In acknowledging reccipt of the 
Note which you have addressed to me with regard to the Nego- 
tiations on the Treaty signed to-day between the Government of 
the Union of Socialist Soviet Republice and the German Govern- 
ment, I have the honour to make the following reply in the name 
of the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics:- : 


(1) Both Governments during the negotiations and the signing 
of the treaty have proceeded in the assumption that the principle 
of an understanding laid down by them in Article 1, paragraph 2, 
of the Treaty, with regard to mutual political and economic queés- 
tions in both countries, shall in the main contribute to the pre- 
servation of the general peace. In any event, both Governments 
will bo guided in their discussions by the essential need for 


preserving the general peace. 


(2) The Government of the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics 
takes note of the explanation contained in Numbers e and 3 of 
your Note concerning the principal questions which are connected 
with Germany's entry into the League of Nations. 


(3) In order to create a secure basis for disposing without 
friction of all guestions arising between them, the two Govern- 
ments regard it as desirable that they should immediately cmbark 
upon discussions for the conclusion of a general treaty for the 
peaceful solution of any conflicts that may happen to arise be- | 
tween the two parties, when special attention shall be given to 
the possibilities of the process of agreement and arbitration.
